SIS Hereas the Meeting of the Eſtates of this Kingdom,by their Procla- 
Se 1141100 dated at Edinburgh,the thirteenth day of April, of this mn- 
ſtant year of God, one thouſand fix bundred eighty nine, did Commang 
and Require all the Miniſters of the Goſpel within the Kingdom of 
Scotland, publickly to Pray for King V Villiam and Queen Mary, 
wl as King and Queen of this Realm, ard to read that Proclamation 
SES from their Pulpits upon the ſeveral Lords Days therein expreſt ; 4s 
SJ alſo, the Fſtates of the Kingdom did Prohibite and Diſcharge any In- 
ee Jury to be offered by any Perſon whatſ)ever, to any Miniſter of the 
Goſpel, either in Churches or Meeting- Houſes whowere then, viz. on the 13th of April laſt, in | 
Poftelfan and Exerciſe of th:iir Miniſtry, either in Churches or Meeting-Houſes, they behaving 
themſelves dutifully under the preſeut Government, «4nd it being moſi juſt ani reaſonable,that 
the foreſaid Proclamation be fully Performed and Obeyed, as moſt neceſſary for the Security of the 
Peace of the Kinzdom, - and that ſuch M inifters who pave Obedience fhonld be Secare under 
the PreteZion of the Law, and that ths Pain of Deprivation be {nflifted upoy all thoſe Minifters 
who have Diſobeyad the Proclamation. Therefore the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, in 
their Majeſties Name and Authority, Do ftrifily Command and Charge, that none of the Leidges 
take on Hand to do any Violence or Injury to any of the Miniſters of the Goſpel, whetber they be 
- Preaching in Churches or Meeting- Houſes, and that all ſuch as were in Poſſeſſion and Exerciſe of 
their Miniftry #pon the 13th Day of April laft, be allowed ta Continue undiſturbed, and that. ſuch 
Miniſters as have been Removes, Diſpoſſeſſed or Reſtrained without a Legal Sentence in the Exer- 
ciſe of their Miniſtry, fince the 13th dayof April laſt, (hall be Allowed to Return, and Exerciſe | 
their Minifiry without Diſturbance, Aud Ordains the Sheriffs. and their Deputs, Stewards, 
Baillies, aud other Nagiſtrats, within their reſpe&rve Bounas, to give their Aſſiſtance for mak- 
ing the Premiſes effetual ; As alſe, that ſuch Miniſters who have: not read the Proclamaticn,aud 
prayed for King V Villiam and Qpeen Mary, according to the Tenor thereof, may be Doprived of 
their Benefice,and Reſirained to Officiat in their Churches. T be Lords of His MajeſtiesPrivyConncil © 
do Invite and Allow the Parocbioners and Hearers of ſuch winifters as bave negleFed audſlighted the © 
reading of the Proclamation, and praying for King V Villiam and Queen wary, to Cite ſuch Mt- 
niſters before the Privy Council ; aud grants Warrand for Citing and Adducing Witneſſes to prove 
the ſame, that ſuch winiſters as have Diſobeyed,may by a Legal Sentence be Deprived of their 
Benefices, aud that none of the Leidges at their own band, without a Legal Sentence and War- - 
rand, preſume to meddle in this matter. And Ordains theſe-Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed 
by wacers of Privy Council, and meſſengers, at the wercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and other places
